Not long after, it happened char the King had 
an urgent occaſion to ſend an Ambaſſadour ro 
Maximilian the Emperour, who ws at that pre» 
ſent in the Low Countries at Flaxaers, and not 
far from Callts, 

Now the Biſhop of W1»cbeſter, and Sir 7 ho-. 
mas Lovell, whom the K.ng moſt Elteemed as 
the Chiefelt of bis Couniel, one day adviting 
and debating with themſelves upon this Ambaſ- 
ſage ; and by this time they (aw they bad 2 con- 
venient occaſion to p:efer the Kings Chaplain, 
whoſe excellent Elcquence and Learning they 
highly commended unto the Kings Highneſle, 
who giving ear unto them, and being a P.ince 
of an Excellent Judgement and Modeſty, he 
commanded them to bring his Chaplaia (whom 
they ſo commended) before his Grace ; and be- 
ing come, his Majeliy (to prove his Ability) en- 
tered into Diſcourſe with him, concerning mac- 
ters of Scrate, whereby the King had ſo well 1n- 
ſormed himſelf, that he found him to be a man 
of a ſharp Wir, and of ſuch excellent Parts, that 
he thought him worthy to be pur in truſt with 
matters of greater Conſequence,

Of the C ardinal bis ſpeedy difpatch mn bes firſt Am- 
baſſage tothe Emperonr Maximilian. 


"THe King beiog now Reſolved to Imploy 

him inchis Ambaſſage , Commanded him 
thiereupon to prepare himſelf for his Journey ; 
and for his diſp:tch, wiſh him co repair to his 
Grace and his Gouncel, of whom he ſhould re- 
ceive his Cotnmiſſion and Inftruaion. By 
means whereof be had thena fir occaſion tb re- 
piir from rime'to time into the Kings preſence, 
who had thereby daily experience of þ1s. fin- 
oulzr Wiſdome and ſound Judgement, Thus 
havipg tis Diſpatch, he took his leave of the 
Kivg at, Richypnd, about Four of the Clock in 
the Aﬀernoon,, where he Iznchech forth in 
Gravej-e:d4 Barge with a proſperous wind and 
tide ; and. his happy ſpe:d. was ſuch, that he 
Artived at Gyaveſ-erd , in little more then 
three hours : Where he tarried no longer then 
the Poſt- Horſes were provided, and he Tra- 
veiled ſo ſpeedily, that he came to Daver the 
p2xt morning, | where the Paſſengers were un- 
der ſail co paile to Callis ; So that long before 


Noon he Arcived there; and having Polt-Hoiſes 
prepared, departed from thence without tar» 
Trying, waking ſuch haſty ſpeed, that he was 
tha: night wich the Einperour : who under({tand- 
ins of the Ati. cf the King of Englands

Ambafſadour, would in no wiſe' delay time, 
but ſenc for him inconcinently, for bis AﬀeAion 
to the King of England was ſuch, that be 
= glad of any Opportunity ro do-him 2 Cour- 
re(1C, ; 
The Ambaſladour declares the ſumme of his 
Embaſſe unto the Emperour, of whom he cra- 
ved ſpeedy Expedition, which was granted him, 
ſo that the next day he was clearly dilparched, 
and all the Kings Requeſts fully Accompliſhed 
and Granted, Art which time he made no fur- 
ther ſtay, but took Polt-Horſes that Night , 
and Rode without intermiſſion ro (als, being 
Conducted thirher by divers Nobles appointed 
by the Emperour ; and at the openivg of the 
Gates of Calli, he came thither, where the 
Paſſengers were ready to return for England : 
Inſomuch that he arrived at Dover between Ten 
and Eleven of the Clock in the Fore-noon, 

And inaving Poli-Horſes in a readineſs, came 
to the Court at Richmond that fame Night, 
where (caking his Repoſe until M-:nivg) he 
preſented himſelf uvtro His Majeſty arc his fir 
coming out of his Bed-Chamber to h13 Cloſer 
to Maſs,” whom when he ſaw he checked, for 


that he was not in his Journey, 


Sir quorh he, If ic may pleaſe your Highneſs, 

I have already been with the Emperour, and 
diſparched your Aﬀaits, I truſt co your Graces 
Contenration ; and thereupon preſented the 
King with bis Letters of Credence fromthe 
Emperour, The Kivg wondering ut his ſpeedy 
Return (he bein? ſo well furniſhed wich all 
his Proceedings) for the preſent, diſlenbled

Ic is not t& be doubted, bur this Ambaſſa- 
dour had all _ while viſited nts great Friends, 
the Biſhop of irchbeFer, and Sir Thomas Lo- 
well, to whom by bad declzred the Effe& of his 
Ambaſlage ; 4nd alſo His Majefties Commenda- 
rion of him,| did not a little rejoyce the wot=

rour eAanimilien was dead, and for divers 
other urgent Occafions touching his Majelly ; 
It was chuughe fic, that abour ſuch weighty 
mutrers, and to ſo Noble a Pripce, the Car» 
dignal was moſt meet to be ſence on this Eme 
baflage, and be being cve ready to take the 
charge thereof upon him , was furniſhed in 
every reſpeA molt like a Great Prince, whica 
was much to the Honour of His Majelty, and 
of this Realm ; For firſt, he proceeded forth 
like to a Cardinal, having all chings correſ-
